Congress Will Have an Opportunity to 


Learn the President's Views 


Very Soon. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Washington, D. C., December 27.— 


In view of the fact that the message 
ot President Roosevelt on tho con- 
dition of American shipping, which he 
will send to congress when it recon- 
venes, is likely to prove the last offi- 
cial utterance on this subject on tho 
part of the administration, -both the 
friends and opponents of the shipping 
bill are awaiting it with interest. Tho 
message will reach congress only a 
few days before the House Commit- 
tee on Merchant Marine votes ou the 
bill and the vote in the committee will 
indicate pretty clearly what disposi-. 
tion will be made of the bill by the 
house. 


•An interesting 
memorandum 
has 


been prepared for the use of'the Pres^. 
ident in this connection, drawing' his 
attention to two combinations of for- 
eign ship owners, one in our trade on 
the east coast of South America, and 
the other in the trade between our 
Pacific coast and Europe. The exist- 
ence of these two combinations is of 
extreme- interest to the Pacific .Slope 
and to the Middle West, because these 
combinations 
thrive 
principally 


through the high freight rates upon1 
the products of the farmers of/ the 
great Middle West. 


One of these combinations has its 


headquarters in Liverpool and con- 
trols the business of the United States 
with Brazil and the River Platte coun^ 
tries — Uruguay and Argentina. 
The 


other,' composed 
of British, 
French 


and German steamship owners, with 
headquarters in 'London, controls the 
carrying of grain 
from -Washington, 


Oregon and California, around Cape 
Horn to Great Britain and the Conti- 
nent. :The frankly hostile character of 
this latter combination or "trust" is. 
evidenced by the fact that its inflated 
freight rates are made to apply only 
to American cargoes, European goods 
shipped outward to the Pacific Coast 
being exempted by the rules of the 


Reports-of our ministers-and consuls 


in South America, and statements of 
merchants and travelers,'exposing the 
shameless rapacity of these .foreign 
steamship monopolies show thai they 
employ all the familiar machinery of 
rebates and discrimination, and that 
they'deliberately keep the rates high 
on American goods and reduce them 
ou European goods in order 
to de- 


prive us of our just and natural share 
of the trade of the South American 
Republic, for the benefit of their own 
countrymen. This is to be expected, 
and as long as the American govern- 
ment puts tip with it. just that long 
these foreign steamship owners may 
be expected to continue their course. 
The Brazil commercial press states 
that the malice and extortion ot this 
British steamship ring are responsible 
for the falling off in our exports of 
breadstuffs, 
provisions, 
machinery, 


etc., to Brazil from $15,000.000 in 1S05 
.to $11,000.000 in 1904. Friends of the 
shipping bill claim that the foreign 
steamship companies composing this 
ring, are. rich and powerful, and the 
system of rebates, 
boycotting, 
and 


general terrorism which they enforce 
is so effective that American ship- 
owners, without the support of their 
government, 
can bave no hope 
of 


standing 
out against 
them. 
It 
is 


largely due to the defiant and un- 
scrupulous methods of this European 
"combine" that Secretary Root 
saw 


the stars and stripes only once in his 
entire journey around South America. 
Not one American steamer, and only 
a few small American sailing vessels 
appeared in our trade with Argentina 
and Brazil in the first six months of

'..-A platform sets'forth a dozen rea- 
sons, or more, why President Roose- 
velt should .succeed himself. 
One of 


them reads: 
;. "We view with alarm .-the evils al- 
ready grown from the abuse of cor- 
porate power and see in these evils 
;i fertile Geld for the demagogue, from 
which might readily spring a political 
and social revolution, and believe that 
nothing short of temperate and pray- 
erful solicitude, on the part of the 
people; will hold our political and so- 
cial structure intact/' 
. Two or three others arc as follows: 


"To the people irrespective of party 


lines is due the credit that their Pres- 
ident,'today, is Theodore Roosevelt. A 
new era of real freedom and vitality 
in our institutions of government and 
politics was demanded, and.they wise- 
ly saw in him a means to attain it. 


"So valiantly -'and 
wholeheartedly 


has. this man reflected the-wishes of 
the'-people, that his personality .has 
entered into and become a part of ev- 
ery'department of our national, life!. 


"He has won the confidence of the 


people; and, this.fact alone, makes him 
the, most potent' factor in the solution 
of the, present disturbing conditions. 
To -eliminate this personality—which 
is to .eliminate- 'that: confidence—at a 
time when the people, -as a whole, 
are -restive and 'trembling with appre- 
hension, is to'invite national disorder. 


•"So closely woven, is'-this .bond be- 


clay, not from the abuse of corporate 
power, but from demagogy, develop- 
ed and incited by frenzied discussion 
and frantic appeals on the part of fan- 
atical reformers. 


The President realized, when 
he 


wrote his message, that the pace was 
too rapid, and that it was time to ap- 
ply the brakes.

perate agitation. 


President Roosevelt is a man who 


does things, and for this the people 
admire him, but lie is impulsive and 
his radical policy results in making 
enemies, as was the case in Califo:'- 
.nia, and Brownsville, while the^Pana- 
ma canal is something o£ a.nightmare. 


When the league, assumes that he 


is the one and only man capable, of 
filling the executive chair, it makes of 
hinl a czar, and the people serfs. 


Thex darkest day that ever came to 


the nation, was the day when Lincoln 
was assassinated. 
The people loved 


him as the\< never loved a president, 
and in every homo there 
was 
the 


sense or personal loss. 


The -nation was bankrupt, as the 


result of four years' war. Many per- 
plexing questions were to be settled, 
and Lincoln was the one and only 
man who could grasp the situation. 
"Andy" Johnson, his successor, was 
cleverly hated bp the people, and dark 
forebodings were heard 
on 
every 


hand. 


But when Garfield.stood before the 


mob in New York, and captured them 
by the statement, "God reigns and the 
government still lives," there .came 
to the people hope and courage, nnd 
the work went on. 


Should Roosevelt be taken away,
